The value placed

seldom, if ever, represents the true 
value or the full amount of. money 
which is expended before it is completed 
and competent judges claim that the 
value given in the permit should be 
doubled to reach the real value of the 
property. ' This has not been done in 
thfi review, but the estimate as given 
by these permits will show that 
the expenditures in this 'direction will 
aggregate more than 8200,000. 
This is 


a most excellent improvement, all things 
considered, and shows a wonderful im- 
prdvetaent.'
